Tarmiya is a small town about 60 kilometers north of Baghdad, on the west bank of the Tigres, well 
known for its beautiful landscapes, peaceful and hospitable people, and the Karkh water project which 
supplies Baghdad with drinking water. For the last two years it was rarely In the news. But a horrible 
story of three young men slaughtered took us there. 


Four American check points, with tens of soldiers, tanks and armored vehicles, very detailed search of 
cars and people, a totally damaged high school of industry, a graveyard of agricultural vehicles, and 
the whole tense atmosphere on the way , say that Tarmiya is no longer the peaceful town we know. 
Inside the town, however, there were no American soldiers that day. The police station was a military 
fortress, covered with bullet shots, surrounded with sand bags and barbed wires. No police men to be 
seen. No glass on the windows, only sand bags. On the walls writings glorify the resistance and 
condemn Spies. 


Tarmiya is no more than just one main street, with many side roads, and one central market place, and 
of course the water project complex. 


We have nothing to be afraid of 


N, the man we went all the way from Baghdad to see, refused to talk to us, and for good reason. His 
life is at risk. But he found it too cruel to send us away, "God is the protector" he said, deciding to tell 
us his story. 


N Is in his mid twenties, a father of two children. He is a worker in a poultry farm. There was a deep 
wound on his neck from ear to ear, with stitches on both sides. 


_" what happened to your neck?" I asked. 
One afternoon, two months ago, he had to hurry back to work after some gusts delayed him at home. 


When he reached the farm, his friend B. who was eating his lunch, asked:" why did you come, the 
American are every where surrounding the orchards?" 
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"I did not see any" N replied, “but any way we have nothing to be afraid of, they can come, ask, 
search, whatever, we have nothing to hide”. N went out to see, The armored vehicles were surrounding 
the farm. When they saw him, they pointed the guns towards him. He did not move. He knew that any 
movement could get him killed. There were more than ten foot soldiers too, 


"They ordered us to put our hands up. We did. They ordered us to go Inside the farm. 6 of them came 
in, all in black eye glasses, very well built. One was rather tall and fat, took off his glasses and threw 
them in my face. I did not move, did not put my hands down. I heard them searching the farm, 
breaking things. One of them who was holding a big machine gun(Iraqis call it a PKT), asked if there 
were any weapons? I said no. He went in and came back again, and again asked where are the 
weapons, I told him we have no weapons. He hit me by the gun end on my left cheek, then opened my 
mouth and put the gun in it. Then he began hitting me on my chest, saying there are weapons in the 
farm, I told him he can take the chickens out and search the place. He became mad and hit me again 
very strongly. Then he pulled me very near to his face, and kept looking in my eyes. I looked In his. 
After a long while, he smiled and shook his head. 


"You are good and strong" he said. You are the one who put the blasting package on the way" 

"No, I am just a worker here” I replied. 

From Ear to Ear 

They were taking a shooting position all the time. Now, they pulled back and said bye, bye, taking out 


their bayonets and rubbing them on their hands. The group leader went to the vehicle and came back 
and told the others to bring us. 


B. was a head of me, and the gun was in my back. A soldier said Ali Baba, I said no. They took us 
inside the orchard, they were looking for something. I realized later that they were looking for a dark 
and hidden place, The thicket was perfect with the vinery and the banana trees. They made us sit with

The fat 
one put his bayonet in B.'s throat and cut it, and then he put his boot on B.'s neck and pulled back his 
head breaking his neck. B. was dead, 


The other one kicked me, threw me to the ground and put his boot on my neck. The arteries were cut 
and dropping. His boot went into the open wound. He began pushing very hard. The other one, who 
killed B., came and stood over me. They were both over me, and then he stabbed me here” N. pointed 
to his back, on the right. There was a trace of a deep wound. 


"I was lying on my back, I saw them dragging B. and throwing him in the stream, then they dragged 
me, threw me, and kicked me, I lled flat on B.'s body” 


, 


After a while they left, I decided to leave the stream because I wanted people to know about us. The 
stream is now red. I thought that I was dying soon. I felt I had to tell somebody about what happened. 
It was getting dark soon, I had to move. I thought if they saw me now they will shoot me. I remember 
I liked the idea. I wanted to get rid of what I was feeling, I managed to get out of the stream and walk 
for ten meters then fell to the ground. I lent on a palm tree and lost conscious. When I recovered I 
tried to walk again, but fell to the ground, but I saw that they set the orchard on fire. That Is how the 
farm owner came and saw me. I told him about 8. and asked him go to see him. I did my best to tell 
him about what happened, I felt I was dying. But he left me quickly to get a car. I did not feel when 
another car stopped near me, and a young man I know carried me into it. We saw a police car hurrying 
to bring a fire car. Many people were gathering, including my family. The hospital refused to take me 
saying that I need a big operation, so had to go to Baghdad" 


Collective Punishment 

-"why did they do that?" 

-" I do not know, I did not know that there was an attack against them, and the attack was far away. 
What I really do not understand is why they returned back to mutilate our bodies. They did not find me 
of course, they found B.'s body. They took out his eyes, torn his face and chin... we are just workers... 
-“but why do you think?" 

-"May be they wanted to accuse others of doing it, may be they wanted to terrify us, to send a 


message to the whole area, to show their strength. Now people are really afraid to move freely, or may 
be it is collective punishment. They stayed in the orchards 6 days, and the people could not approach" 


-" do such things happen here?" 


-"we were the first, but I heard later that two young drivers, were killed and mutilated too on the main 
road, one of them his body was open and his intestines were rapped 


around his head, and the other, his heart was taken out and thrown on his shoulder" 

-"Can you describe the troops?" 

-"yes, they were Marines. People say that they are called Group 27, the dirty squad. They wear black 
glasses, they were not very tall, but big, very strong and well built. They were very heavily armed, 
more than usual soldiers, much ammunition, even with a portable ejector on their backs. There was a 
small drawing on their chest, a sign.

-"God helps us" the mother said "My husband is ill, he does not work. There are 16 children and 4 
women in the house now. I am the only one who works here. I could not take my son's salary, the one 
who is in jail. He is retired, but I do not have his authorization to get the salary" 


-Why not?" 


-He is in jail, and the American woman soldier did not allow me to get his signature on the 
authorization. Every time I go to Um Qasr (Bucca Prison) I spend more than 150.000 ($100), andI am 
tired of this. 


K's brother said we ask for justice. We demand the right of our brothers. Why N, 8 and K are killed in 
this ugly way, what did they do? What is their guilt, just poor workers... 


-" How do you ask?" 


- "I complained in the police station , who sent me to the judge , the judge sent me to the 
compensation committees....1 do not know where to go now, I do not know them. 


I have all the documents here. I want to go to some one who listens, and try to do us some justice. 


K's widow says that she depends on God to help her in bringing up her children, and to avenge her 
husband against the American. She is a house wife, has no income at all. She is counting on her family 
and her mother in law In supporting her. A sad look of loss and helplessness overwhelm her big black 
eyes. She is in her late twenties. A girl baby of one year was sucking her breast. 


The prisoner's wife decided to take all the children out of school; she can not afford the expenses. But 
the children know and understand. The main problem for them is the transportation. The school is too 
far to go on foot. They have to go by car, which they can not afford. But women problems are bigger 

here for different reasons.

This story is a crock of shit. It's riddled with basic errors which make It pretty clear that the writer's 
either have never been to Tarmiya, or that they are so disdainful of their audience that they are willing 
to put forth bald-faced lies on the assumption that nobody who has been there will call them on their 
bullshit. (Which is made much easier, obviously, by concealing thelr names.) "Unit 27" indeed. Marines, 
indeed.

The “By Line" (originally two words) started in the American Civil War for just this reason, ironically. 
Union general Ambrose Burnsides (for whom Sideburns are named, which Is his only favorable feature 
in my opinion, and which is at least better than what was named after his contemporary...Hooker) 
grew so disgusted with the fabrications of reporters who weren't actually in the locations they claimed, 
but reported anonymously, that he issued a local order that any newspaper wanting to operate in his 
area had to at least publish who the articles were ‘by’ in a line at the top of each story. As this also 
played well for journalism (the first American media stars were created in this way), it became 


standard.

Helpless Women 


One of the saddest parts of the agony is the helpless women the men leave behind. The three women 
in K's house, we wrote about weeks ago, were one example. Sana and Afrah were other different 
examples. Two young women, with two different stories, but the silent agony Is the same. Tarmiya, like 
almost all of the Iraqi rural areas, is a very conservative town. Women rarely go out to work, may be 
only as teachers In girls’ schools, that Is all. It is a shame on men in the family, the tribe, even the 
neighborhood, if a woman relative has to follow a case, or some business, definitely not at the gate of 
an American military base. This is the utmost humiliation they can imagine. "If I had to choose 
between execution and my wife coming to ask about me In an American prison, I would choose death" 
one of them told me.

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Sana is a wife of a mentally iil man, Jasim. People in Tarmiya call him (asim the crazy).He was 
dismissed from the Iraqi army 15 years ago. Sana showed me a thick dossier of medical reports, 
doctors' receipts, medicines ...etc saying that Jasim suffers from chronicle melancholy, personality 
disturbances and impotence. Jasim was arrested by the American troops 9 months ago; he Is in Bucca 
prison, number xxxxxx. He was watching a football game In his house when they raided It and took him 
on June 28, 2004. His father, who was very worried about his sons' safety inside the prison, 
complained to the troops trying to explain that he was ill, but it was useless. Sana finds it too cruel to 
say that her husband is crazy, "he has some psychological problems "she insists." I wish I know why 
they took him, they searched the house and did not find anything, he does not leave the house at all, 
all the time sleeping" 


-"how do you live now?" 


-"my family supports me. The American took all Jasim’ documents, I can not get his pension now, and 
the monthly food ration was cut too.” 


-"why do not you go and ask for the documents?" 
-"I can not, I am afraid of the American" 


Sana Is heavily covered with a black hijab, with veil and gloves. "If she goes like this, they would shot 
her form a long distance", one man explained, 


Sana and her younger sister Afrah are married to two brothers, Jasim and.... When Jasim was arrested, 
his brother brought his family to live with Sana. 


Afrah husband is a taxi driver, he goes every day in the morning to Baghdad, to the Kadhymiya 
hospital, and waits there for ill people or families to bring them back to Tarmiya. On October 2, 2004, 
he left at 7 In the morning as usual and never returned back. The father asked every where, the 
American bases, the Iraqi police stations, they announced him missing in the newspapers, but there Is 
no news of him ( The Islamic Party printed out a list of 1181 men missing ,they were arrested but have 
no numbers in the prisons lists). Even the car is gone... was a soldier and he lost his job when the Iraqi 
army was dissolved. He used to receive 225 Iraqi dinars ($150) each three months. Now, after his 
disappearance the family does not have any income

Afrah has three children, a girl and two boys. The oldest boy is 6 years. 
~" How do you live now?" 


-"My family supports me. The pension Is cut; I am working on getting a document saying that I am 
supporting my kids now, so that I can get the pension. But it is too expensive; you know the lawyers, 
transportation, and other thing. People say that there are many missing in Al-Taji military base, that 
they do not have numbers, and we are trying now to ask there, but no success yet". 


On our way to Tarmiya, we saw the Taji American military base. Before the invasion, it was the second 
biggest military barracks In Iraq. Now, on the very long base fence , there were many signs, may be 
one each 10 meters, saying this Is a military area, authorized to shoot , do not come near". The gate 
was heavily guarded by tanks, armored vehicles, blocks, and many soldiers, There were many Iraqi 
men, may be hundreds waiting at a distance of the gate. 


The Water Project 


The Karkh water project is one of the most important water projects in Iraq. It supplies the Baghdad 
area with 1.200.000 barrel of water daily. It has 8 separate stations, a tower of 30 meters, and 3 huge 
reservoirs. The people of Tarmiya know that very well, that Is why they protected the project during 
the invasion. Many of them work in it. But in the spring of 2003, when the Iraqi government was 
toppled, the Tarmiya people formed teams to protect the project. They chose 3-4 armed young men 
from each mosque to guard |t 24 hours. They had fights with looters, but they succeeded In protecting 
it. They also worked on keeping the water flowing to Baghdad by encouraging the employees to go to 
work in the project during the bombing. They collected money in the mosques to pay part of those 
employees’ salaries. They went on that for 3 months, until there was some kind of relative stability in 
the country. 


But the project was exposed to sabotage few months ago. One of the big pipes, which are buried 9 
meters under the ground, was exploded, drowning all the farms and orchards around. During the Eid 
Al-Adhha, (the Sacrifice Feast) and before the January 30 elections, there was a very big water crisis in 
Baghdad. Media published many statements saying that the terrorists did that. Tarmiya people believe 
that this is not true, and that the American troops probably did that. 


-" But why would the American troops do such a thing?" we asked 


The Tarmiylans have little evidence of who did it, but they have evidence of who did not do it: Few 
months ago, papers were attached to walls asking the employees to evacuate the complex (meaning 
that it is going to be exploded by fighters). All the Tarmlyia mosques began calling on minarets, asking 
whoever is planning to attack the project not to do it, saying that such deeds have nothing to do with 
resistance, that this facility is the property of the Iraqi people, that no one has the right to attack it, 
that for humanitarian reasons, it is religiously forbidden to do such thing, and hurting the people of the 
beloved Baghdad...etc. After these calls, a message was sent saying that the project would not 
attacked, and it was not. 


Technically Sophisticated 
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The director was forced to lie on the ground, and was called All Baba. He felt so humiliated that he 
does not go to his office since then, and he works in one of the project's secondary stations, 18 
workers were arrested, houses are raided, and 1.300.000 dinars were stolen during the raids. No 
weapons were found. Few days later, they left the project, leaving behind all their remains. The same 
night, the project exploded. 


People say that the attack was technically too sophisticated to be done by the fighter. "We know that 
these fighters are not capable of more than a roadside bombed, it is impossible that they can dig 9 
meters to bury explosives under the huge water pipe, especially that the American troops were there, 
so how was that possible?" 


Tarmiyans believe that the American needed an excuse to be there to control the whole area. Now the 
American troops occupy the project and the tower, many check points were put and intensified. 


Life is becoming very difficult especially for the farmers in this little town. They live in terror. Working 
in the farms and the orchards became very dangerous. Irrigation, which needs to be checked in 
different times during the day, especially early in the morning and: night, is extremely risky. Harvest, 
which farmers wait for the whole year Is ruined. They have to go to the farms accompanied by their 
families to prove that they are not fighters. Citizens have to raise their hands when they pass beside 
the American troops, which these citizens find very difficult and again humiliating, because Iraqis ralse 
their hands when they salute a friend, so they consider this sign as a compulsory salute for the 
enemies, and they do not want to do it. 


Abu Mohammad, an old man in his sixties was shot from the tower while driving his car. Sheikh J, one 
of the prominent old personalities in the area, and an educational inspector, was humiliatingly 
searched; his house was searched, his furniture broken. The American soldiers told him that they were 
looking for some body called Abdul Ilah, and he simply does not know such a person. 


The Tarmyians agree that the American troops are attacked from their area, but that does not mean 
that the fighters are from the area.” After they attack they move, they do not stay here” they insist. 
They have no right to scrooge villages. In al-Ishaqi, they were attacked, for two nights hundreds of 
bombs of bombs were sent to the village. 


Ahmad Ismael, a father of 2 children, works as a building security (special forces created after the 
occupation to guard public facilities) in the water project. One afternoon he was driving in when the

This acerient is based on my recollection and piecing together some notes and is accurate to my 
best recollection. My unit's ADVON arrived at Camp Taji during the first week of Feb, 2005 to 
begin integrating with 2-7 CAV. primarily at the staff level, but included company XO's and 
supply sergeants. The remainder of the main body remained in Kuwait and began moving to Taji 
in the middle of Feb. I arrived with my convoy approximately 18 Feb, 2005. The only 
information I received associated with enemy contact the day before (17 Feb) upon arrival at Taji 
was reported to me by LTC XC) lel @9T(@} he 2-7 Bn Commander. As soon as | arrived, I went 
out on patro!] with LTC] Me vith the specific purpose of surveying the site of this contact. 
However, this contact did not occur near the location described in the CID inquiry (contact 
occurred on Route Tampa approximately 13km away; a tank and Bradley crew apparently spotted 
a dismounted team at night supected of attempting to emplace an JED; the tank engaged and 
killed one AIF insurgent and wounded at least one other). LTC and I, and his PSD spoke 
to civilians in the area to see what they knew. They indicated that they did not have any 
information on the AIF, nor did they have any information on the ones who were killed or 
wounded. LTC} then asked if there was any collateral damage to their homes. He, as I 
recall, handed out at least one claim form to a local national. The only other significant contact 
that month that I recall occurred on 25 Feb, One of our joint patrols (between 2-7 Cav and 1-13 
Ar during LS/RS ride) was conducting a dismounted sweep vic MC383239 near the intersection 
of Coyotes and Causeway, During this dismounted patrol an IED, hidden in a hollowed-out log, 
detonated and killed 3 soldiers and wounded 9. The patrol was consumed by medevac operations 
in the minutes that followed. However, attack helicopters noted an IP vehicle that was nearby 
and slowly left the area after the IED went off. The attack helicopters followed this IP vehicle to 
a destination, ite was a residence, adjacent to route Chargers (grid unknown) and ground 
forces later went ation to conduct an inquiry.

I believe he remains 
incarcerated to this day. I am unaware of any contact resembling the CID inquiry during the 
month of February. However, at some point late in the month of April I was handed a hard copy 
story written by an unnamed internet author describing a similar attack as discussed in the CID 
inquiry. I looked the article up_on the we ruknet.info.com) and found a two-part story 
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by an anonymous author reporting a similar incident as described by unnamed witnesses to 
include a man who claimed to have his throat slit. Photos in the story showed an apparent wound 
to a man's neck that appeared much older than those described in the story (the story indicated 
that the attack had happened two months earlier). Furthermore, the story indicated that the attack 
had been conducted by Marines. I directed my staff to look back at the time described and 
determine if there were any IED attacks in the Tarmyia area that resembled oe which was 
described in the internet story. None were found. Nonetheless, I printed the : ob 
it to my next Qada meeting to raise it as a concern with the local leaders|o(e)) ), b(7)(C) 
was chairing the meeting. I showed the leaders in the room the story and asked them about it. 
They indicated that they were aware of the story, and they seemed interested in leveraging it to 
their benefit. That is, they wanted to hear what I had to say about this allegation about US 
Soldiers that had apparently been discussed in public. However, it was equally apparent to me 
that none of them had any personal knowledge of the events, nor were they aware of the 
personnel who were allegedly aflicted as victims. They had no further information aside from 
what was reported in the article to which I referred. I concluded that this article was a fabrication 
for several reasons: 1) I was aware of no circumstances that were consistent with the allegations 
in the article at the time the alleged incident was supposedly to have occurred 2) The wounds on 
the neck of the unidentified man appeared older than they alleged, 3) the supposed witnesses 
indicated that this attack was conducted by marines and no marines operated in that area 4) there 
were other facts in the story that were proveably false (Khark water main that was alleged to have 
been sabotaged in Jan/Feb 2005, and it was not), 5) None of those making the allegations, nor the 
author, made themselves known (in other words, there was no victim), 6) until I brought the issue 
to the Tarmyia Qada (city council), no local national, to includdd (dea) ever 
brought this issue to me (this was particularly insightful in that this is inconsistent with the 
behavior of this body; they were a) extremely effective in their situational awareness of incidents 
that DID occur, b) tenaciously consistent in bringing incidents to me, and c) did not let incidents

During the summer of 2005 my unit was forward deployed to Taji, Iraq. I was the Foreign 

Claims NCOIC. As best as I can recall, I received a sealed envelope from either CP peer 
CPT} arly in the month of July. The envelope was handed to me with the instructions to 
"look into this." Upon opening the envelope | found an Iraqi police report. This report was 
different from most of the others that I had received in that it contained either one or two 
photographs. | can only specifically remember one of the photo(s) in any sort of detail. The 
photo was of the face of a man who had sustained injuries to the face and throat, the background 
looked as though it may have been the ground though it is tough to tell as the picture had either 


been photocopied or badly. BONG d. A day or two after receiving the file I sat down with three of 


my brigade's translators. as a translator who worked with me on daily basis, ] knew 
him well and trusted him as well as I dared trust any Iraqi eee as a friend of ae I 
had worked with on various occasions, I prefered to work with him when I could due to the fact 
that he spoke the best English out of all of the translators I have worked with. I cannot remember 
the name of the third translator, but I remember that he as a big guy who had a very unpleasant 
odor to him. 

I had brought my computer with me so I could type the English translation as it was read to me. 
The first few pages were medical reports, at first they all told me that the medical reports were 
describing the examination of a dead victim who had stab wounds to the chest and slicing 
wounds acrossed the throat. Then they each told me that the report was infact on a barely living 
patient. The thing that surprised me most about this was the fact that when they were translating 
the first page of the medical report they all stated that the victim was dead, it was not until they 
reached the second page that they told met that the patient was infact living. I asked all of them 
to deturmine definatively as to whether these reports were describing a living or dead patient, 
they told me that it was difficult to do that because the reports were contradictory and that some 
of the Arabic words did not translate very well into English. We moved on to the rest of the 
police report. The first statement was from a farmer who claimed that American OR coalition 
forces had entered and searched his home after a nearby IED blast. The report repeatedly 
mentioned coalition forces and then American forces, I found this to be suspect because most 
Iraqis, in my experience, did not mix Americans with the rest of the coalition forces it was 
always either "the Americans" or "coalition forces," rarely were the two used interchangably 
whether talking about Americans or not. The report described how the military forces had 
entered the house, did a quick search of the home then disappeared into the orchard neighboring 
the home, The second statement was said to have been taken from a victim in a hospital. The 
statement told spoke of military forces entering the orchard rounding up the patient and two of 
his co-workers/friends slicing their throats stabbing them in the stomachs and then throwing

did not seem to explain how he could have known any of the information as it did not cover his 
position to or vantage point to any of the occurences and sounded as if he were were just 
repeating the story as it had been told to him by some other party. 

After going over the documents for hours with my translators | stopped by my brigade tactical 
opererations center (TOC) to see if we had forces in the area on the day in question. I cannot 
remember exactly who I spoke with, but I believe that they had relayed to me that we had not had 
forces in the area of the incident on the day in question and that the incident may have occurred 
before brigade had accepted responsibility of the area of operations. Based on the fact that I did 
not have a proper claimant to tie to this claim and I did not have any American substantiation of 
the Iraqi police report I set the report aside. [ am not certain if I assigned this claim a claim 
number or not, due to the fact that I did not have a claimant to address any denial letter to. 

Some time later (I believe two months or so.) I receive an email from Corps headquarters asking 
me about the disposition of this file to which I replied that the claim had been denied due to 
insufficient evidence.

or about 25 February 2005, while familiarizing our 
replacement unit, 3rd ACR with our area of operations near 
Rt.Coyote’s near Taji, Iraq my platoon was struck by an IED. The 
IED detonated while my squad was moving around a choke point. I 
was walking in the middle of the road with the other units 
Platoon Leader (PL). After the explosion my first squad observed 
movement to their front and fired several rounds. The other PL 
and I moved to the sight to begin rendering first aid. The 
remainder of my platoon was rending first aid and one fire team 
along with the Bradley Fighting Vehicles (BFV) was providing 
overwatch. There were nine wounded and three KIA, one from my 
platoon and two from 3% ACR. 


After evacuating the dead and wounded, the soldiers from the 37° 
ACR were shaken up and were ready to go, so I told their PL to 
let them get in the BFV’s and my remaining squad will continue 
to pull security until EOD arrived. I placed a fire team on each 
side of the_road and my squad leader took one side and I had the 
other. SGT WOMYQNO) ana 1 conducted a search of the area no 
further than 50meters from point of detonation for the remote 
device to determine if it was set off by wire or remote control, 
We eventually located the Motorola used to set off the IED. CP 
W252 and EOD arrived shortly thereafter. CPT (6), BO) 
released two of the BFV’s, and then he and I remained on scene 
until EOD had completed their mission. 


After this incident two 15-6 investigations were conducted. The 
initial investigation was conducted because of the number of 
casualties suffered and then allegation that one of my BFV
